Missing Georgia Tot’s Body Found

BRUNSWICK, Ga., Feb. 5.—The body of two-and-a-half-year-old Betty Lou Frazier, 
missing since Saturday, was found today floating in about a foot of slimy, muddy. water in 
a palmetto-studded swamp about a mile from her home. . 

As hundreds milled through the palmetto, turpentine swamplands of Glynn county, seek- 
ing the child, the body was found by Reed Tyre and Grady Hicks, members of the Georgia 
State Guard, who live in Brunswick. A shot fired by one of the ‘searchers notified others

When she heard 
him and raised up, he said that he 
struck her over the head. He told 
the officers he didn’t remember 
how many times he struck her. 
But in his confession he said he as- 
saulted the woman while she lay 
in an unconscious condition, the 
sheriff said.

Other senate measures submit- 
ted yesterday would: 

Authorize the State Highway 
Department and/or counties to ex- 
ercise the right of eminent domain 
in condemning public or private 
property for right of way of public 
roads. 

Provide for a State Library De- 
partment and a $4,000-per-year 
state librarian, the department to 
be under the direction and super- 
vision of the Governor. 

Regulate road house operation. 

Create a Georgia Development 
Authority, with governing author- 
ity vested in a five-member board 
of directors, to construct and op- 
erate projects embracing public 
works in the state. 

CITY POSTWAR FUND 

In the house, Hand and Twitty, 
of Mitchell, introduced a bill to 
permit cities and counties to set 
aside reserve funds for postwar 
building programs.

The provisional Soviet-sponsored 
Polish government now sitting in 
Warsaw has staked a claim to 
East Prussia and additional Ger- 
man territory east of the Oder 
river. France may claim all Ger- 
many west of the Rhine. Some 
quarters expressed belief it was 
likely that southern Schleswig and 
north Frisia would be awarded to 
Denmark as a move to interna- 
tionalize the Kiel canal.

WARSAW,.Feb. 2.—(#)—(Delayed)—Boleslaw Bierut, president 
of the Soviet-sponsored Polish National Council, announced from the 
old ruins of this blasted capital today that the new Poland would 
include land along the German Oder and in East Prussia and that 
Polish civil administrators were being sent to those regions. 


“There will be Polish adminis- 
tration on what we regard as Pol- 
ish soil, regardless of opinions to 


be expressed in international con- 
ferences,” Beirut said. “We've 
seen the attitude of the major 
powers. We don’t think anyone 
will interfere with us.”

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Georgia's Need for Highway Zoning 


The Constitution today lifts its 200- 
word limit on letters to the editor to pub- 
lish an especially pertinent communica- 
tion from a correspondent who writes with 
recognized authority, on an extremely im- 
portant question. 

Dr. M. E. Winchester has done one of 
the nation’s best jobs as commissioner of 
health of Glynn county. His practical 
methods and unprecedented success have 
_ attracted*nation-wide commendation. 


Dr. Winchester is currently concerned 
—and justifiably so—with roadside jook 
joints, speakeasies and houses of assigna- 
tion masking as tourist camps. Dr. Win- 
_ chester is no purist. But well does he 

know the health menace which these 
places present. Well does he realize that 
. the venereal disease incident rate almost 
invariably skyrockets in their vicinity. 
And he and his fellow public health offi- 
cers have long since recognized that the 
best way to fight disease is to stamp out 
the source of infection. 


The truth of the matter is, of course, 
. that city and county officials ‘are power- 
less to combat such places with any con- 
siderable degree of effectiveness. Too fre- 
quently when efforts are made to clean up 
a community, operators of such dives cir- 
cumvent the law merely by moving out of 
the city limits or across the county line 


and there continuing to reap their illicit 
harvest. 

The most 2ffective way to retard the 
spread of such centers of lawlessness, 
most authorities are agreed, is through 
state enactment of a highway zoning law. 
Under such a statute, as now in effect in 
other states, an agency is set up—-or one 
already in existence, as the State Patrol, is 


, utilized—charged with the duty of restrict- 


ing exploitation of designated strips of 
land along the state’s highways. This plan 
is feasible and its legality has been up- 
held by a number of state supreme courts. 

Just now, undeniably, is the best time 
to take such action. Most roadside honky- 
tonks have succumbed to the rigors of the 
tire shortage and gas rationing. Regula- 
tions placed into effect at present would 
have the effect of preventing their spring- 
ing back into existence once the war is 
done. It would be a real favor to legiti- 
mate operators who have suffered because 
of their disreputable competitors. And it 
would serve to prevent the spread of im- 
morality and disease, 

The Georgia general assembly has the 
power to remedy the situation. It has the 
authority—and, one hopes, the inclination 
—to prevent the return of these breeding 
places of crime and immorality. Dr. Win- 
chester is to be congratulated for his vigi- 
lance in calling it to the state’s attention. 


Pointing the Need for Consolidation 


The ranks of those of us who long 
have advocated the consolidation of At- 
lanta and Fulton county are being aug- 
mented this week. 


The county, for an as yet unexplained 
reason, has discontinued its policy of main- 
taining county tax receiver’s office clerks 
at the city hall so that state and county 
returns can be made at the same time as 
municipal declarations. 


This means that nearly 20,000 Atlan- 


tans will have to stand in line at the city 
hall to make their city returns, walk 
around to the courthouse and stand in line 
again to turn in their state and county 
taxes. 

It also means, unless we miss our guess, 
that nearly 20,000 Atlantans are having 
brought home to them in an extrémely 
effective manner the inefficiencies and 
ineconomies which are inherent under our 
present system of duplicated city and 
county services. 


They're Laughing Today in Manila 


The day of deliverance has arrived ‘in 
Manila. The three years of sorrow, of 
misery, have ended and once again the 
people laugh upon the streets. There is 
the sound of joy from the simple homes 
and once more the Stars and Stripes and 
the Filipino flag float on the winds of 
liberty. : 

The Luzon campaign, which required 
just 26 days from the hour of the landing 
on the Lingayen beaches to the entry by 
victorious American troops into the Phil- 
ippine capital, has been one of magnificent 
planning. Gen. MzcArthur has, by this 
one campaign, more than justified all the 
high repute of his military leadership. 

The resistance of the Japanese on Lu- 
zon has been surprisingly light. Many ex- 
planations have been advanced for this. The 
truth, in all probability, is that the Japs 
suffered such severe losses on Leyte, and 
in trying to reinforce their troops there, 
they had weakened their Luzon garrisons 
to the point where they could not put up 
any effective opposition when it came time 
for the invasion of that island. Our com- 
mand of the adjacent seas, too, made it 
hopeless to try and send reinforcements 


to Luzon. 


This is not to detract either from the 
brilliant tactics of the Luzon campaign nor 
from the great fighting qualities of our 
troops‘there. By cutting the Japanese 
forces into four segments, each isolated 
from the other, MacArthur made it impos- 
sible for the enemy to organize any really 
effective counteroffensives. And there 
was no stopping our armies when once 
they set out on the journey to Manila. 


The people of Manila are reported as 
woefully undernourished. The heartless 
Japs had stopped all imports of rice, their 
basic food. They have been reduced to 
eating the cats and the dogs, any four- 
footed creature they could find. 


Now, though, as part of the return of 
MacArthur and his Americans, the people 
of Manila will be fed. Soon the laughter 
which today arises from hearts surcharged 
with joy in regained liberty, will be 
strengthened by the laughter which comes 
from full stomachs and general physical 
wellbeing. 


Manila has known three years of her 
own Gethsemane, she has earned the right 
to revel in the joy that comes with a new 
birth of freedom.

: ; Chesterton’s immortal balland memorializing the 
Satisfaction campaign of Don John of Austria against the 
Sultan, whose armies had engulfed Christendom, ends with its high 
note on the rescue of the captives. And Gen. MacArthur can well 
say, that above all other triumphs the incident that gave him most 
“personal satisfaction” was the rescue of 486 American prisoners 
from the Japanese interment camp in Luzon. 

Not only the relatives and friends of the rescued men “wept for 
joy.” We all wept. More than all the speeches, and the bloody 
battles won, this little incident lifted our war to a point of glory. 
It taught us what liberation means. The European people know. 
Now we know. 

Liberty is to be safe amongst one’s comrades. Liberty is love. 

Yet this incident has no military significance at all. 

The freeing of prisoners is usually the consequence of ,winning 
a war. Seldom are prisoners liberated in the course of a campaign. 
No military campaign is designed for such a purpose. Prisoners are 
among the expendables whose fate must await the final outcome. 

A commando raid to free prisoners is hazardous. 

And yet, of this I am sure, no single thing that has happened 
during this war has so strengthened the morale of our armies and 
so lifted the hearts of our people as this rescue of a mere 486 men. 

For it has removed a sting from our souls. 

The loss of Bataan and Corregidor was, from a military view- 
point, bad enough. But the fact that America had to desert her 
own, and leave them there to suffer, was unbearable. For a man 
like MacArthur the loss of the islands must have been less bitter 
than the thought of those he had to leave behind. The worst crime 
of a soldier is to leave a comrade in the lurch; the bitterest grief 
of a human being is to be forgotten or neglected by his own. 
nation, if it be great, is a comradeship and a brotherhood. 

Par adox War is a paradoxical intensification of hate and love. 

And the greater of these is love. It is the creative 
instincts of protection and preservation, love of home, loyalty to 
comrades, chivalry, that make the great fighter. 

And we wept because in the midst of hate was here performed 
an act of pure, heroic love. Because in the midst of death was here 
performed a pure, symbolic service to life. 

In such a moment no one could ask: What is the meaning of this 
war? Why: are we fighting, far away, from our homeland? 

We are fighting to rescue our family, and warn the world that it 
is dangerous to touch an American. Dangerous because they are 
dear to us. So dear that we will cross the world to pull 486 of 
them out of a prison. 

The stories of the rescued are eloquent in their simplicity. A 
man died of joy. Our hearts grieve for his next of kin. 

One man could not speak until he had eaten three hamburgers. 
Because he was starved? Maybe he thought so—but no. The taste 
of America in his mouth was what he craved; the ratification that 
he was not dreaming; that it was real. As real as hamburgers. 

The men who carried out that raid deserved the medals they 
got. But they did not need them. After many battles, some per- 
haps more dangerous than this, what will they tell their children? 
Soldiers after war are reticent; they speak little; they try to forget. 
But this story they will tell their children and their grandchildren. 
It will be ever sweet. “I was once a savior.” 

Thus, far away on Luzon, has been written a piece of American 
folklore, comprehenstble to every mind—part of folklore that gives 
sense and meaning to a nation.

As German ability to fight crumbles fast in 

Europe, the unhappiest bipeds in all the world 

, must be those misled Nipponese, the little yellow 

men who thought, in their ignorant arrogance, that the Axis war 

brought to them opportunity to become absolute masters of the 
Orient. 

From the Tokyo point of view things have been going quite 
badly for some time. Allied victories on land and sea, with the 
fast.moving liberation of the Philippines by American armies the 
climax to date, must have already made miserable the cogitations 
of Japs of higher enough rank to know the truth. 

However, as we have reconquered island after island, area 
after area, as we have drawn the vise of our naval, air and land 
+ ames ever closer to the Japanese homeland, the militarists of 

ippon have found consolation in their belief they can yet win 
victory in the final great campaign on the Asiatic mainland. 

But all their expectations, at the time they launched that sneak 
punch against Pearl Harbor, and ever since, have been predicated 
upon the fact that we and our allies would be chiefly busy fight- 
ing the Germans—and the Italians—in Europe. 

Now, with the day not far distant when Japan will be left 
alone, even the most fanatic worshiper of the Son of Heaven must 
realize that Japan against the whole world is a war alignment 


not far, if any, away from the ridiculous. 
In all probability, after the Germans are 


Russia and Japan disposed of, Soviet Russia will join in the 
war against Japan. Nothing has been, as yet, officially said on this 
issue, but there are excellent reasons to believe that Stalin will 
not miss the present opportunity to smash the Japanese whom 
the Russians have good reason to hate. 

In that ill-starred war for czarist Russia, against Japan, just 
after the turn of the century, Russia lost a lot of territory, in- 
cluding Manchuria as far south as, and including, Port Arthur. 

Russians, as a people, have never accepted any loss of their ter- 
ritory incurred during the czarist regime in the past half-century, 
as other than temporary. They are as sure and as determined that 
Port Arthur shall again be Russian as the French have been de- 
termined Alsace and Lorraine shall again be part of the republic. 

It would be astonishing if Stalin failed to take advantage of the 
opportunity to wrest back that territory which is afforded by the 
preoccupation of Japanese fighting strength in defending herself 
against Chinese, British, Dutch, Australian, American, etc., forces.

It would not be without precedent if we saw German troops, 
armed with German material salvaged from the wreckage of the 
present fighting in Europe, fighting against the Japs within the 
next 12 months or so. 

uch a development would be, of course, part of the price 
G any will have to pay the victorious Allies after the day of 
unconditional surrender has resulted in exact and definite peace 
terms for the Reich. 

After all, it was part of' the Russian treaty of peace with 
Hungary, that Hungarian divisions fight against their former ally, 
Germany. It would not be much stranger if peace terms imposed 
upon Germany required German soldiers to save us and our allies 
some of the dirtier incidents in the job of bringing Japan to her 
knees. 

Stalin has already said Russia is determined that several mil- 
lion German laborers shall work, for years, in the restotation of 
the Russian towns and cities crushed to dust and rubble when the 
Nazi armies marched into the Soviet. 

In fact there are reports that already the Soviet has put many 
thousands of Germans, taken in the great drive toward Berlin, to 
work in this manner, as a form of reparations for the damage in- 
flicted on Russia. 

It would be only a slight step further to employ the remnants 
of the better fighting divisions of the Wechmacht against the 


Japanese. 
It is difficult to imagine a Japan

world arrayed against her. However, Japanese ways of thought 
are different from ours and it may be, while they recognize the

WASHINGTON,.—In its hidden aspects the 

ee 4 senate fight over the nomination of Henry Wal 

— lace as secretary of commerce probably consti- 

utes an advance echo of the 1948 Democratic national convention. 

In the light of the test vote taken on his confirmation, it must 

be assumed that senate opponents of the former vice president were 

less concerned with. his administration of government lending 

agencies attached to the department, about which all the hullabaloo 
was raised, than they were his political future. 


The vote clearly shows that Mr. Wallace’s opponents were out te 
get him first as their primary objective and, failing in that, to 
strip him of an authority which might be used to his future politi- 
cal advantage. 


Other factors entered into the fight, to be sure. One was the 
natural resentment.on the part of friends of former Jesse 
Jones over his ousting. But this was secondary to the main theme 
- clipping Wallace’s wings as a presidential possibility four years 

ence, 

To appreciate the background of the fight, it is necessary only 
to point out that one of the overlooked facts about Washington 
political life is that the two cabinet ts of Commerce and Agri- 
culture constitute the best springboards for presidential aspirations. 

These two departments, more than any others, control vast em- 
pires of potential political power which enable their chiefs to build 
up great political machines, if they are of a political frame of mind. 


Herbert Hoover demonstrated the effec 
Hoover Precedent tiveness of the Commerce Department 
as a springboard to the presidency in 1928. 

Wallace did the same thing with Agriculture when he used it 
as an instrumentality for gaining the vice presidency in 1940. 

The Commerce Department, as it was vested with authority 
over lending agencies under Jesse Jones, was even more of a ve 
hicle for presidential ambitions than ever before. That is why 
Wallace is suspécted of selecting this particular cabinet post over 
all others. He is thought to have been guided more by political 
considerations than any personal satisfaction he might receive from 
seeing Mr. Jones, an ancient enemy, ousted. 

After the 1944 Democratic national convention, which saw Wal- 
lace warmly supported for renomination by labor and other left 
wing elements, he emerged as the undisputed leader of liberal 
forces of the country. All of the evidence indicates that he will 
continue to hold this position for the next four years. 

But because of the very, nature of his liberal support, Mr. 
Wallace has not been regarded any too favorably by business ele- 
ments of the country. He is looked upon as lean too ‘far to 
the left. Conservative business elements are more distrustful of 
some of his political associates than they are of his economic ideas. 

In selecting the Commerce post, therefore, the Iowa man is 
suspected of seeking the best means of building himself up with 
business leaders preparatory to 1948. 


Already he commands a widespread follow- 
Already Strong ing among labor and liberal forces. If he 
could add to this a goodly sprinkling of support from business 
elements, the nomination should be his in 1948 without the asking, 
assuming, of course, that President Roosevelt is ready to retire by 


en. 

All of this was foreseen by Mr. Wallace's opponents in the 
senate. In urging adoption of the George bill before the senate 
committee more than one senator professed to be alarmed over the 
vast potential political power that went with the giant government 
lending agencies, if they were administered by an ambitious cabi- 
net officer. 

What the senators were afraid of was that Mr. Wallace would 
be able to use these powers to advance his candidacy for the presi- 
dency. No one ever accused Jesse Jones of having presidential 
ambitions, so the same question did not arise in connection with 
him. 

Hence the move to clip Wallace’s wings. They would have pre 
ferred to have defeated him outright, but lacking in this the next 
best thing was to deprive him of one of the department’s chief 
sources of power. 

The former vice president will still have an opportunity to im- 
prove his standing with American business as secretary of com- 
merce, though the opportunities will probably not be anywhere 
the same with the agencies taken away. It will be interesting to 
see how he handles himself in the new post, once he is confirmed.

Cecil B.'s 
Dilemma 


Cecil B. DeMille, a noted pro- 


and a radio performer, has been 
barred from the air by a decision 
of Judge Emmet H. Wilson, of the 
superior court of Los Angeles. 
Wilson upheld an assessment of 
$1 levied on all members of the 
American Federation of Radio Art- 
ists for the purpose of opposing a 
proposed amendment to the Cali- 
fornia consitution in the fall elec- 
tion. De Mille refused to pay the 
dollar. The amendment would 
have forbidden the closed union 
shop. It was beaten at the polls 
largely by money collected under 
compulsion from workers who had 
to pay varying assessments or for- 
feit their jobs and livelihood. Simi- 
lar amendments have been adopt- 
ed in Florida and Arkansas and 
a bill to the same effect has been 
offered in the Arizona legislature. 


These measures have been de- 
nounced by both ignorant and 
highly intelligent political propa- 
gandists of the New Deal union 
auxilliary as Fascist schemes 
against the freedom of. labor. They 


Communist because their purpose 
is to break the grip of government, 
federal and state, on unions and 
to restore to all citizens rights 
which have been abrogated by 
these private organizations.

Congress Might Well 
Investigate Further 


WASHINGTON.—Congress 


has suddenly be- 


come very busy of late reasserting its neglected 
responsibility in an important area of government, 


the manifold lending agencies embodi 


in the Federal Loan Ad- 


ministration—all because of the fear that Hénry Wallace might get 


jurisdiction over them. 


But, while congress is movingfrom a defense plant corporation, 


speedily to make sure that Mr. 
Wallace will not have the remot- 
est connection with them should 
he be confirmed March 1 as sec- 
retary of commerce, nothing what- 
ever has been done about a very 
practical suggestion that the for- 
mer vice president made in his 
testimony before the Senate Com- 
merce Committee.

It is hard to see how congress 
can act intelligently without a 
thorough investigation of the 
lending agencies, for congress real- 
ly knows very little about what 
has been going on, or the power- 
ful influence that these agencies 
can wield, as senators confessed 
during the testimony of Jesse 
Jones and Sen. George, Democrat, 
Georgia, sponsor of the divorce- 
ment bill. 

This is true also of the public. 
It is generally recognized here 
that the RFC has ben one of the 
most privately conducted of the 
government agencies in Washing- 
ton. Access by néwspaper report- 
ers to information about its opera- 
tions, aside from routine press 
handouts, has sometimes been dif- 
ficult in the past. 

Some change in public relations 
policy would be helpful. The ne- 
cessity of constant and careful 
scrutiny of such government oper- 
ations as those of the various lend- 
ing agencies, in the public and 
taxpayers’ interest, is illustrated

DOES GEORGIA NEED ANTI-CLOSED SHOP BILL? 


(Editor’s Note: The following, 
written at the request of The 
Constitution by Rep. Herschel 
Lovett, of Laurens county, is the 
final in a series of articles—pro 
and con—on the proposed anti- 
closed shop amendment. Rep 
Lovett, of Dublin, is one of the 
sponsors of the Dill.) 


A resolution proposing an 
amendment to the constitution of 
the state of Georgia, which reads: 

“The right of persons to work 
shall not be denied or abridged on 
account of the membership or non- 
membership in any labor union or 


labor organization,” is now before 
the general assembly of Georgia. 


This proposed amendment to 
the constitution of Georgia is not 
a fight against organized labor, al- 
though some officials of organized 
labor are seeking to make it so 
appear, and are working to turn 
this simple resolution into an anti- 
union movement. It is not intend- 
ed to cripple or destroy organized 
labor, but is intended solely to 
protect the fundamental right of 
the American citizen to work for 
whom he sees fit, without being 
forced to join any organization or 
pay any dues for the privilege of 
working, or be controlled by any 
organization, whether it be or- 
ganized labor or otherwise. The 
fundamental principle of a democ- 
racy gives to the individual this 
right, and no organization by 
whatever name, or however pow- 
erful it may become, has a right 
to deny it, even though it may 
have the power to destroy it. 


When the individual’s right to 
work is controlled by an organi- 
zation, then the fundamental prin- 
ciple of a democracy is destroyed, 
and the rights guaranteed under 
our constitution and laws become 
a right in name only. 

If organized labor has anything 
worth while to offer workers they 
need have no fear of this amend- 
ment. Labor need fear no amend- 
ment which simply protects the 
right of the individual. 

We have seen in past years the 
abuse of concentrated financial 
power, We have likewise seen 
abuse resulting from organized 
pressure groups, and when any 
organization, whether it be an or- 
ganization of workers, or an or- 


quires excess power, become dan- 


try, and jeopardizes the rights of 
all individuals who are not parties 
to such organization. 

This is contrary to every prin- 
ciple of democracy, and the his- 
tory of all movements prove that 
too much power in the hands of a 
few inevitably produces an“unholy 
use of such power. Selfishness and 
greed take the place of patriotism 


and loyalty to the principles of our 


ganization of industry, which ac-/| 


gerous to the welfare of this coun-\ 


government, and the rights of fel- 
low citizens, Abuse of power goes 
hand in hand with excess power 
and so long as human beings are 
subject to selfishness, greed and 
prejudice, just so long will excess 
power in the hands of an organ- 
ized minority be used for 
purposes. 

Organized labor need have no 
fear of public opinion or of any 
legislative body, just so long as it 
realizes that the rights of all citi- 
zens must be superior to the right 
of any organized group, and when 
the rights of the American citi- 
zens are ignored, or abused by or- 
ganized groups, the inevitable re- 
sult will be a loss.of public confi- 
dence and a developing antagon- 
ism on the part of the public to 
such groups. We have seen the 
abuse of power demonstrated time 
and time again within the last few 
years by organized minorities. Or- 
ganized labor has a great deal to 
be proud of, and it likewise has a 
great deal to be ashamed of. 

Unauthorized strikes have oc: 
curred with an utter disregard of 
the interest of the public, even the 
safety of the country, and the 
leaders of labor have been unable 
to control it, or unwilling to con: 
trol it. 

The individual’s right to work 
no longer exists unless he joins 
organized labor and becomes sub- 
ject to the authority and directions 
of its leaders. No longer does or- 
ganized labor confine its activities 
to the protection of labor, but is 
seeking through political pressure 
and enormous financial resources 
to use its power to control political 
parties and government depart- 
ments. No one objects to labor 
using every legitimate means to 
protect its rights, but when it 
seeks to take over control of the 
government and promote its own

Abuse of their power is producing 
the inevitable result, and unless 
organized labor will unselfishly 
recognize and accept the rights of 
the public as a whole, and assert 
their rights without destroying the 
rights of the individuals, other, 
more stringent and more drastic 
laws will not only be proposed, 
but will be passed.

Board Okays 
9 Projects 


For Schools 


By HERMAN HANCOCK 


Conversion of the Henry Grady 
High school into a coeducational 
institution for 3,000 students at a 
cost of $650,000 has been given the 
green light by the Atlanta board 
of education in approving prelimi- 
nary plans for five postwar im- 
provements costing an estimated 
$2,090,000. 

Meeting at the city hall last 
night, the board took its first con- 
certed action toward coeducation 
in Atlanta high schools, although 
the board months ago adopted the 
mixing of the sexes of high school 
age as a policy. 

Preliminary estimates were 
raised for two of the projects— 
construction of a new Murphy 
Junior High school at Memorial 
drive and Clifton street, and addi- 
tions to the Ed S. Cook Elementary 
school—as the board considered 
preliminary drawings submitted by 
architects. 

Murphy’s cost was originally 
placed at $600,000, but was raised 
to $775,000 after start of actual 
working drawings in order to meet 
immediate demands, while the 
$160,000 at first considered ade- 
quate for the Cook additions was 
boosted to $285,000. 

Other projects which were given 
board approval include $250,000 
for additions to Washington High 
school for Negroes, and $110,000 
for additions for Connally. 

Preparation of drawings for two 
other schools, the Williams Street 
school and the Wesley Avenue 
school, were deferred pending a 
study as to the feasibility of ob- 
taining new sites for them. Board 
members engaged in a lengthy dis- 
cussion concerning them, but with- 
held action pending further infor- 
mation. 

Thomas W, Clift, school busl- 
ness manager, was authorized to 
make payments to architects up 
to 1 per cent of the estimated cost 
of the various projects for work 
already done in preparing plans. 
The over-all cost for drawings, 
specifications and supervision of 
construction has been pegged at 
5 1-2 per cent in contracts between 
architects and the board.

NEW YORK, Feb... 5.—(#)— 
Gambling on baseball games will 
be subjected to a searching inves- 
tigation by both major leagues and 
steps will be taken to ban advance 
information of pitching selections 
and other “inside” dope that 
might promote the illegal practice. 

Presidents Will Harridge of the 
American League and Ford Frick 
of the National League today de- 
clared an open war on the gam- 
bling element that they fear will 
swing toward baseball if the race 
tracks still are closed in April 
when the season opens, 

“I note’ that the International 
League has forbidden managers to 
give out pitcher’s names in ad- 
vance,” observed Harridge. “We 
will proceed along the same line.” 

Frick said he had similar moves 
in mind and other more direct 
checks that could not be disclosed 
for obvious reasons. 

“We will take every precaution 
to stamp out any sign of gambling 
in ball parks as we always have 
done,” commented the National 
League head. “With a lot of young- 
sters in the big show for the first 
time we will have to be extra 
careful.” 

Both league executives said they 
had no immediate plans for a trip 
to Washington as a result of the 
joint declaration naming them as 
baseball’s representatives in the 
nation’s capital.
